Wealthy Widow Accused of Shoplifting 
Ends Her Life. 


Chicago. —Having been arrested and 
put in a patrol wagon, taken to the 
station, searched for valuables sup¬ 
posed to be hidden in her clothes and 
then charged with laroeny and disor¬ 
derly conduct, Mrs. Lottie H. Cha¬ 
ser, a highly respected widow who 
lived at 587 Cleveland avenue, com¬ 
mitted suicide by asphyxiation. She 
was 51 years of age and the widow of 
Andrew Chaser, publisher of the Swe¬ 
dish Tribune, who died three years 
ago, leaving her about $40,000. Mrs. 
Chaser had accounts at two or three 
of the largest downtown stores, and 
probably it was this fact that led to 
what apparently was a fatal mistake 
by a detective in a State-street estab¬ 
lishment. Being accustomed to tak¬ 
ing goods home without paying for 
them, the elderly woman, intent on 
purchasing pretty Christmas gifts for 
her children, started to leave the. 
store without payiug the money down 
ou u diamond which she had selected. 

A detective who saw her walk away 
with the geni followed her out of the 
place and then arrested her. Mrs. 
Chaser was terrified. She denied the 
accusation, then seemed to lose her 
wits and created a scene. The patrol 
wagon was summoned and she was 
taken to the police station. A pio- 
fessional bondsman was on hand and 
she obtained bail. 

Bowed with humiliation the aged 
woman went homo and, refusing to 
join her family, retired to her room, 
turned on the gas and died.

A. A. Champagne, a tailor of Ana¬ 
heim, was taken to the State Insane 
Asylum from Santa Ana, violently 
insane. Champagne was caught on 
Saturday wandering about the La Ha¬ 
bra hills with only a shirt to cover 
his nakedness, and has resisted all 
efforts to put clothes upon him, five 
meu being required to dress him. He 
assaulted his jailer with a bed slat, 
aud was only repulsed with the assist¬ 
ance of three men.

Washington.—“It may be said, with 
few exceptions, that within the last 
thirty or forty yoars there has been 
ua increase, relative to population, 
in crime, suicide, iusanity and other 
forms of abnormality.” 

This is the startling statement with 
which Dr. Arthur Macdonald, spe¬ 
cialist iu the United Statos Bureau of 
Education, begins a report on this 
subject, made for the information of 
Congress. Dr. Macdonald makes uo 
effort to exaggerate this increase. 
He declares that some of it. may 
doubtless be acoouuted for in tho 
moro stringent methods of gathering 
data, but it is ilia opinion that these 
better methods of obtaining informa¬ 
tion will not by far account for the 
inorease shown. 

“It would seem,” lie continues, 
“that the increase is due to the rapid 
development of the world in general, 
rather lliau to any specific cause. 
Thus there has uot only been a rela¬ 
tive increase iu social abnormalities, 
but in many other things, such as 
education, intelligence, wealth and iu 
tho comforts of living for the poor.” 

Dwelling further on this connection 
between increased crime and increas¬ 
ed luxury, Dr. Macdonald says that 
statistics show that iu our own coun¬ 
try groups of States which show- the 
greatest education and intelligence, 
ns the North Atlantic, the North Cen¬ 
tral und the Western, also exceed iu 
insanity, suicides, nervous diseases, 
juvenile criminals and almshouso 
paupers. It is uot to bs assumed, 
however, says Dr. Macdonald, that 
education and intelligence tend to in¬ 
crease social evils. It might be as 
justly argued that the consumption 
of sugar and the number of divorces 
granted in certain sections had a rela¬ 
tion to each other. There is no doubt 
that all of these factors may be relat¬ 
ed in some way, but just how has not 
yet been definitely deciphered or 
enunciated by Dr. Macdonald. 

In connection with the increase of 
crime, etc., he sets down the fact that 
there has been daring the same forty- 
year period a constant condensation 
of population, as illustrated in the 
increase of the urban over the rural 
population. Another factor given as 
a possible cause is the fact that, 
while the consumption of wheat, 
coffee and other grains has increased 
per capita, the consumption of malt 
liquors and sugar has increased much 
more. This might be interpreted as 
a tendency toward less solid, less sta¬ 
ple, or more artificial food, since the 
consumption of meat and potatoes 
has decreased.

Previous Records.

New York. — Bradstreet’s says: 
Satisfaction with the old and confi¬ 
dence in the new year are the domi¬ 
nating features as 1902 draws to a 
close. The enormous holiday trade, 
exceeding iu most respects all rec¬ 
ords, proved to be a fitting crown to 
a year of almost unprecedented busi¬ 
ness and industrial activity. Except 
in small sections of the South and 
Southwest, where crop and weather 
conditions had led to a modification 
of otherwise sanguine expectations, 
the volume of seasonable business is 
in most respeots satisfactory. In the 
East, the West, the Northwest and on 
the Pacific Coast there is but one 
note and that of satisfaction with the 
results achieved duriDg the past few 
weeks. Additional reports received 
of tr**de distribution for the year con¬ 
firm those hitherto given of an enor¬ 
mous volume of business, modified, 
it is true, in some respeots, by high¬ 
er cost of materials and wages limit¬ 
ing profits. With the larger turn¬ 
over, however, and the active demand 
in most lines, the profit side has not 
been entirely lost sight of and it is 
safe to say that equally satisfactory 
returns in years to come would prove 
acceptable. The holiday spirit has 
ruled in wholesale lines this week. 
Most of the salesmen are in from the 
road and except for reorders to repair 
depleted stocks, jobbers are quiet and 
stock-taking is the main interest. 

The lumber trade situation, that 
for white pine and hardwood particu¬ 
larly, is satisfactory. 

Railway building has been active 
this year—the heaviest, in fact, for 
fifteen years past—and showing a 12 
per cent increase in mileage over a 
year ago.

The lofty tower started to Its demoll- 
tlou after giving full warning and 
came down as gently as if some great 
genii had purposely held it back to 
save those near by from destruction.
